King and Prince 
to Meet Again

\V/ ELL-INFORMED circles in 
Bucharest yesterday stated 
that King Carol of Rumania will meet 
Prince Paul, Senior Regent of Yugo- 
slavia, at a hunting lodge at Orvvitza 
at the end of the week. 

While discounting reports—which are 
apparently accepted in Rome—of a meet- 
ing between the two rulers last Friday, it 
is stated in Bucharest that similar dis- 
cussiuns have taken place quietly—possibly 
the last being on January 7, the day after 
King Carol had declared in a speech in 
Besgarabia that Rumania would fight for 
that province, which is coveted by Russia. 

Accerding to reliable reports in Rome 
on Saturday, Count Ciano and M. Marko- 
vitz, Yugoslav Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, are to meet shortly ; in any event, 
before the conference of the Balkan ~ 
Entente on February 2, 3 and 4. Italy is 
working fast since the Venice talks 
between Count Ciano and Count’ Csaky, 

Hungarian Foreign Minister, when, it was 
reported, a military alliance between the 
two countries, and directed against 
Russia, was agreed on.

Fail Comhairle Ceanntair, he announced. that 
legislation which would enable county 
councils to make loans to farmers for the 
purchase of seeds and manures was conteni- 
_ plated. | 
~ Commenting on. the recent Anglo-Irish: 
trade agreement, the Minister said that in 
his opinion the conditions under which the. 
_ stock would be exported were satisfactory. 
~ Some producers might hold that the prices 
Were inadequate,’ but his answer would be 
that it was only after very long and -exhaus- 
tive arguments that agreement on the prices 
was reached. On the whole, he thought 
that they should look at the prices as reason- 
ably remunerative, and they should, as 
farmers, go out to get the best . possible 
return from the land. They should no longer 
hesitate to go into production to the limit 
that their resources would permit. 

Dealing with the feeding-stuffs position Dr. 
Ryan said that whiie imports had not been 
“unsatisfactory, he was not in a position to 
guarantee that the position would be main- 
tairied, and the only real security they had 
was to produce their own feeding-stufts. 


FEEDING-STUFFS . 


The Government had fulfilled their dety in 
maintaining imports of food for man and 
j-eding-stuffs for animals, and had tried to 
provide for the contingency of such imports 
being eliminated or seriously reduced. The 
uttractive prices offered for wheat and beet 

' should in itself ensure self-sufficiency in the 

~ case of sugar, and a big increase in the pro- 
duction of wheat, sufficient at any rate to 
prevent hunger when taken in conjunction

The death of Miss Margaret Huxley on 
‘Wednesday last at the ripe old age of 87 at 
the Elpis Nursing Home, Dublin, of which 
she was the founder, removed a personality 
that had left its mark upon several ei 
tions of the nursing profession in Ireland. 

In the Unitarian Church, Dublin, on Satur- 
day, before the funeral, the Rev. E. Savell 
Hicks, in the course of a tribute to Miss 
Huxley, said +—Niéce of the celebrated Pro- 
fessor T; H. ‘Huxley, and coming under the 
influence during her early and most impres- 
sionable years of the Florence Nightingale 
tradition, Margaret Huxley decided early in 
her life, in spite of the strenuous opposition of 
her family, to take up nursing as a career. 
She trained at St. Bartholomew's Hospital in 
y-and was one of the early pioneers 
of trained nursing as the term was under 
stood to-day. It was owing to the interest 
of Mr. Henry Swanzy (afterwards Sir Henry) 
that she came to Dublin in 1883 as Matron of 
the Eye and Ear Hospital, then situated in 
Molesworth street. 

Her talents as an organiser were speedil 

noticed, and within a year Sir Charles Ball 
and his colleagues had invited her to take 


‘THE ‘TRAINED NURSE 


Miss Huxley's first task was to get together 
the eal for the work she had in 
view. She succeeded in assembling a band 
of earnest workers, and, in imbuing them 
with her own ideals of what. their profession 
should be. They were afterwards sent 
through the length and breadth of the land, 
and before many years had passed the heads 
‘of most of the hospitals and institutions 
throughout the, country were known as hav- 
ing been trained by Miss Huxley, which 
was an open sesame to almost any position 
of trust in the nursing world. 

She herself had been brought up in a truly 
Spartan school as far as work was con- 
cerned, and had been accustomed to working 
fourteen hours a day during her tais in 
London. It was not surprising, therefore, 
that when it came to training other people 
she spared neither herself nor them. She 
was a strict and relentless disciplinarian, but 
her strictness wagstempered with a wonderful 
sense of justice and a deep and true spirit, of 
understanding. On leaving Dun’s Hospital 
after eighteen years as matron, a testimonial 
and a qn of money was organised, She re- 
fused, however, ‘to: accept the gift, and re- 
quested that the sum subscribed should be 
invested to provide a médal for the best 
nurse every. third year.
